WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Now that the country is 200 
years old the things that go bump in the night in this town may 
be other than Jerry Ford falling on his bean or callgirls enter­ 
taining the legislators 
Legend has it that historic figures normally make their 
reappearance on earth two centuries after their deaths, and so 
the nation generally and the capital specifically may be in for 
spooky futures 
You know, like boo 
Ben Franklin in 
bedsheets 
Silly” Not in superstitious Washington, where senators can 
be observed avoiding the 13th step to the Capitol and where the 
best-read features in the newspapers, other than the ads for 
massage parlors, are the astrology charts Indeed. American 
politicians have been occupied with the supernatural from the4 
beginning There is evidence that many founding fathers were 
guided to some degree by the occult arts George Washington. 
for one. was almost regularly being visited by visions, ap­ 
paritions and other chilling interlopers 
So accustomed to the eerie has Washington become, actual­ 
ly. that the Bicentennial ghosts will hardly be noticed for the 
crowd of specters already here G Washington, for example, 
has already been seen numerous times, riding his mare across 
the lawn of Mount Vernon Judge Advocate Joseph Hart, who 
sentenced the Lincoln assassins to death, takes regular strolls 
down First Street searching for public assurance that his deci 
sion was just There is even a nude ghost, naturally; she is 
altogether in the altogether and employes at the Indonesian 
embassy say they can't wait to be scared by her again 
The Capitol building is a favorite of ghosts here There is 
reportedly a Demon Cat who roams the corridors, particularly 
in the basement, and who has been seen so many times by so 
many truly frightened people that some employes refuse to 
walk the halls alone at night It s rumored the demon caused 
one guard to die of a heart attack 
And then there is the spirit of the unfortunate stonemason. 
said to have been trapped in the Capitol walls when it was 
built, he can be seen walking about with his trowel in his hand. 
no doubt looking for back pay Or he may be looking for the 
"chicken ghost.” whose presence was revealed by former con 
gressional doorkeeper William Miller, who swore he could 
hear the damned thing clucking at all hours 
There seems to be only one former member of Congress 
haunting the Capitol He is William Taulbee, who in the late 
1800s was shot and killed during an argument with a reporter 
Admittedly, that was carrying freedom of the press too far, 
and many believe that Taulbee has made certain the scribes 
know it. There are stains on the steps leading to the House 
press room which are said to be the remains of Taulbee s 
blood They cannot be washed away nor scraped off by

Winston Churchill was offered the Lincoln bed one 
evening, but decided to stay across the hall instead Harry 
Truman believed in the ghosts so much he told his daughter 
that to lock the doors against them would be futile 
Only one thing troubled Harry about the spooks Why, he 
wondered dryly, would any self-respecting spirit want to come 
back to Washington?

DEAR DR LAMB 
I am 
confused about Rh negative 
and Fib positive blood factors 
Can you help clear this up7 
I have three children and 
the last child I was told was an 
Rh blue baby 
It has Rh 
negati ve blood 
Are all 
children with Rh negative 
blood blue or is there a 
difference7 It has always been 
my understanding that when 
both parents have positive Rh 
factor the chance of a child 
having negative blood is 
remote, but if one parent is 
negati ve and the other 
positive the chances are quite 
good 
Please explain as I am 
worried about any future 
pregnancies Also tell me if 
you have a Health Letter on 
this subject 
DEAR READER - You 
have understood correctly It 
is possible for two Rh positive 
p a r e n t s to have an Rh 
negative baby 
Each parent 
has two genes for the Rh fac­ 
tor The D gene is dominant 
and the d gene weak If both 
parents are Dd and transmit 
only one of their genes to the 
baby some of the offspring are 
going to have dd genes which 
is Rh negative Of course, if 
both parents have DD Rh 
genes all the children will 
have DD genes and be Rh 
positive 
Your letter bothers me 
because the problem with Rh 
negative blood does not occur 
when the baby is Rh negative 
The problem occurs when an 
Rh negative mother has an Rh 
p o s i t i v e baby 
The Rh 
negative m other literally 
becom es allergic to Rh 
positive blood Her antibodies 
or immunity to Rh positive 
blood attack the blood in the 
Rh positive baby, destroying 
blood and causing a jaundiced 
like reaction. 
This does not occur if th.' 
baby is Rh negative. The 
mother's Rh positive blood (if 
she is Rh positive) will not 
contain antibodies and will not 
affect the baby. It’s important 
that all Rh negative mothers 
be treated whenever they 
have had any pregnancy with 


an Rh positive baby

U.S. Back in Davis Cup 


France, Britain Also Reverse Decisions 


MONTE CARLO (UPI) — 
The United States, France 
and Britain bowed to what 
they called “the friendly 
pressure” 
of 70 
other 
countries Wednesday and 
reversed 
their 
earlier 
decision not to participate in 
Davis Cup competition. 
In what was termed an 
unrelated move, the Interna­ 
tional 
Lawn 
Tennis 


Federation voted against the 
expulsion of South Africa 
from the organization. 
The United States had an­ 
nounced last week it would 
pull out of the Davis Cup, 
citing the refusal of Mexico 
to play apartheid South 
Africa as the latest example 
of the intrusion of politics 
into tennis. Both Britain and 
France had withdrawn from 


next year’s competition in 
sym pathy 
with 
the 
Americans. 
The United States con­ 
tinually has objected to what 
they 
felt 
was 
the 
in­ 
terference of government 
into tennis. W ednesday’s 
decision still has to be 
ratified by the Board of 
Directors of the U.S. Tennis 
Association, the American 


affiliate of the ILTF. 
Mexico, along with most 
Communist and Asian coun­ 
tries, has opposed continued 
South African participation 
in the tennis federation as 
well as in Davis Cup com­ 
petition. The United States, 
the 
W estern 
European 
countries, Australia and 
New Zealand have supported 
South Africa. 


Shortly 
after 
the 
agreement, the federation 
voted against the expulsion 
of South Africa.
